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Mission  Statement

The  mission  of  the  National  Institute 
of  Neurological  and  Communicative 
Disorders  and  Stroke  (NINCDS)  is  to 
conduct  and  support  research  and 
research  training  on  the  causes,  preven¬ 
tion,  diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  neuro¬ 
logical  and  communicative  disorders 
and  stroke.  In  carrying  out  its  mission, 
the  Institute: 

•Awards  grants  of  three  types:  re¬ 
search  project,  program  project,  and 
center  grants; 


•  Enters  into  contracts  for  research  and 
research  support; 

•Provides  training  support  to  institu¬ 
tions,  and  fellowships  to  individuals, 
to  increase  academic  and  research 
manpower  in  neurological  and  com¬ 
municative  helds; 

•Conducts  intramural  and  collabora¬ 
tive  research  in  its  own  laboratories 
and  clinics; 

•Collects  and  disseminates  research 
information. 


NINCDS  is  organized  as  six  program 
areas:  stroke  and  trauma,  communi¬ 
cative  disorders,  fundamental  neuro- 
sciences,  and  neurological  disorders. 
Extramural  activities  provide  adminis¬ 
trative  support  and  coordination.  In¬ 
tramural  research  conducts  laboratory 
and  clinical  research  in  NIH  laborato¬ 
ries.  Descriptions  of  these  programs  are 
given  in  the  section  on  the  NINCDS 
Organization  Structure.

NINCDS  History: 

Chronology  of  Important  Events 


1950 

On  August  15  President  Truman  signed 
P.L.  81-692,  establishing  the  National 
Institute  of  Neurological  Diseases  and 
Blindness  (NINDB). 

1951 

NINDB  received  its  first  budget  of 
$1,232,253.  Dr.  Pearce  Bailey  was 
appointed  first  Director. 

1952 

The  first  research  fellowships  and 
clinical  traineeships  were  awarded. 

1953 

The  NINDB  budget  became  a  line  item 
in  the  NIH  budget. 

1953-54 

An  intramural  program  of  clinical 
investigation  was  established,  including 
medical  neurology,  surgical  neurology, 
and  electroencephalography.  Training 
programs  in  neurology  and  ophthalmol¬ 
ogy  were  begun. 


1955 

Basic  science  training  grants  were  in¬ 
itiated. 

1959 

Dr.  Richard  L.  Masland  became  the 
second  Director  of  NINDB. 

1960 

The  joint  intramural  basic  research 
program  of  NINDB  and  NIMH  was 
reorganized  into  two  basic  research 
laboratory  programs. 

1968 

Dr.  Edward  F.  MacNichol,  Jr.,  became 
the  third  Director  of  the  Institute.  The 
NINDB  blindness  program  became  the 
nucleus  of  the  new  National  Eye 
Institute.  NINDB  was  then  renamed  the 
National  Institute  of  Neurological 
Diseases  and  Stroke  (NINDS). 

1974 

Dr.  Donald  B.  Tower  became  the  fourth 
Director  of  NINDS.  Laboratories  for 
neuroimmunology  and  neuropharma¬ 
cology  were  established. 


1975 

NINDS  was  renamed  the  National 
Institute  of  Neurological  and  Commu¬ 
nicative  Disorders  and  Stroke 
(NINCDS). 

NINCDS  was  reorganized  into  six 
major  program  units:  intramural  re¬ 
search,  fundamental  neurosciences, 
communicative  disorders,  neurological 
disorders,  stroke  and  trauma,  and 
extramural  activities. 

NINCDS  celebrated  its  25th  anniver¬ 
sary  with  publication  of  The  Nervous 
System,  a  three-volume  work  reviewing 
the  entire  spectrum  of  neurological  and 
communicative  disorders  research. 

1979 

NINCDS  completed  a  comprehensive 
plan  of  long-range  strategies  for  re¬ 
search  in  neurological  and  communica¬ 
tive  disorders  over  the  next  10  years. 
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Prevalence  and  Economic  Impact 
of  the  Major  Neurological  and 
Communicative  Disorders

2  Some  neurological  disease  patients  require  care  costing  more  than  510,000  per  year;  for  others,  the  cost  is  much  less.  A  reasonable  overall  average,  including 
drugs,  physical  therapy,  prosthetic  devices,  physicians’  fees,  hospitalization,  nursing,  home  care,  and  all  other  expenses  relating  to  the  illness,  is  $5,000  per 
year  per  patient.  This  average  does  not  include  patients  with  epilepsy  (most  of  whom  now  are  being  treated  successfully  with  drugs),  head  injury  patients,  or 
persons  with  reading  disabilities  or  sensory  impairments;  for  these  disorders,  estimated  costs  average  $  1 ,000  per  year  per  patient  for  special  education,  speech 
therapy,  hearing  aids,  physician  and  specialist  fees,  and  other  expenses.

Neurological  Disorders  Program 

The  Neurological  Disorders  Program 
(NDP)  consists  ol  the  Othce  of  the 
Director,  the  Developmental  Neurology 
Branch,  and  the  Epilepsy  Branch.  I  he 
program  administers  approximately 
500  grants  and  contracts. 

I  he  program  mission  is  to  promote 
and  support  research  in  six  areas; 

•  Disorders  of  early  life,  including 

congenital  disorders,  cerebral  palsy, 

hereditary  metabolic  diseases,  au¬ 
tism.  and  dyslexia; 

•  Disorders  of  adult  life,  including 

parkinsonism,  Huntington’s  disease, 
and  the  dementias; 

•  Demyelinating  and  sclerosing  dis¬ 

orders,  including  multiple  sclerosis 
and  amyotrophic  lateral  sclerosis; 

•  Con\ulsive  and  paroxysmal  dis¬ 
orders,  including  epilepsy  and  narco¬ 
lepsy; 

•  Neuromuscular  disorders,  including 
muscular  dystrophy,  myasthenia 
gravis,  and  the  peripheral  neuropa¬ 
thies; 


•  Infectious  diseases,  including  slow 
virus  diseases,  encephalitis,  and  men¬ 
ingitis. 

The  program  seeks  to  encourage 
innovative  approaches  to  many  other 
disease  problems.  Reye’s  syndrome, 
Tourette’s  syndrome,  and  Guillain- 
Barre  disease  are  examples. 

The  Developmental  Neurology 
Branch  oversees  NDP's  research  on; 

•  Developmental  disorders  of  children, 
including  cerebral  palsy  and  other 
motor  disorders; 

•  Mental  retardation  and  learning  dis¬ 
orders; 

•  Autism  and  behavioral  disorders; 

•  Central  nervous  system  birth  defects 
and  genetic  disorders. 

The  branch  also  provides  for  the 
archival  and  retrieval  system  for  the 
Institute’s  Collaborative  Perinatal  Pro¬ 
ject,  a  15-year  study  of  55,000  pregnan¬ 
cies  and  their  outcomes.  This  project 
aims  to  identify  perinatal  hazards  that 
cause  later  neurological  abnormalities. 
The  branch  promotes  and  supports 


research  use  of  this  national  data  re¬ 
source. 

The  Epilepsy  Branch  leads  a  search 
for  new  methods  of  preventing,  diagnos¬ 
ing,  and  treating  epilepsy.  Ehe  branch 
also  provides  epilepsy  information 
services,  including  abstracts  and  bibli¬ 
ographies.  as  well  as  Epilepsyhne  -an 
online  full-text  retrieval  system. 

The  branch  operates  an  extensive 
drug  development  and  monitoring 
program  and  an  intramural  clinical 
epilepsy  research  program,  and  spon¬ 
sors  five  comprehensive  epilepsy  pro¬ 
grams  set  up  in  various  parts  of  the 
country  to  demonstrate  ways  of  apply¬ 
ing  new  research  findings.  Branch 
projects  also  include  development  of 
continuous  monitoring  radio  telemetry 
for  collecting  data  on  seizure  activity. 

NDP  contributed  substantially  to  the 
scientific  data  that  led  to  the  marketing 
of  two  new  anticonvulsant  drugs, 
clonazepam  and  sodium  valproate.

Fundamental  Neurosciences  Program 

The  Fundamental  Neurosciences 
Program  administers  some  315  grants 
and  contracts.  The  program  is  highly 
diversihed,  aimed  at  producing  broad, 
fundamental  new  knowledge  about  the 
nervous  system.  NlNCDS-supported 
research  on  nerve  impulse  receptors, 
especially  the  isolation  and  purification 
of  cholinergic  receptors,  has  made 
possible  many  important  experimental 


and  clinical  studies.  Specific  opiate 
receptors  also  have  been  identified — 
work  particularly  relevant  to  under¬ 
standing  drug  tolerance,  habituation 
and  withdrawal,  as  well  as  the  whole 
problem  of  pain. 

Another  major  research  area  is 
central  nervous  system  (CNS)  adapta¬ 
bility —  that  is,  how  the  CNS  drops  or 
modifies  old  connections,  forms  new 
ones,  and  reshapes  neural  networks. 


Local  circuits  served  by  short-axon  or 
axonless  neurons  have  been  thought  of 
as  comprising  a  “second”  nervous 
system  which  might  some  day  be 
manipulated  to  modulate  central  ner¬ 
vous  system  activity. 

A  special  subprogram  supported 
largely  by  contracts  is  directed  at 
developing  neural  prostheses  for  stroke, 
paraplegia,  and  deafness  victims.

Communicative  Disorders  Program 

The  Communicative  Disorders  Pro¬ 
gram  supports  research  and  training  on 
the  diagnosis,  treatment,  and  preven¬ 
tion  of  hearing,  language,  and  speech 
disorders.  More  than  20  million  Ameri¬ 
cans  are  atilicted  with  such  problems. 
Included  in  this  figure  are  an  estimated 
14  million  persons  who  are  handi¬ 
capped,  of  whom  some  2  million  have 
impaired  ability  to  comprehend  lan¬ 
guage  and  about  10  million  have  speech 
disorders.  These  figures,  swollen  by  the 
vast  number  of  children  crippled  with 
multiple  communicative  disorders  dur¬ 


ing  the  1963-64  rubella  epidemic,  reflect 
the  enormous  scope  of  communicative 
disorders  problems. 

The  Institute’s  Communicative  Dis¬ 
orders  Program  administers  approxi¬ 
mately  230  grants  and  contracts.  The 
program  also  includes  a  Laboratory  of 
Neuro-Otolaryngology  in  Bethesda. 
Progress  is  being  made  in  the  auditory 
(cochlear)  prosthesis  field,  as  work 
proceeds  on  developing  more  versatile 
stimulators  and  electrode  arrays.  In 
1977.  an  evaluation  was  completed  and 
reported  on  patients  already  fitted  with 
prostheses.  Other  projects  include  de¬ 


vices  for  detecting  deafness  in  infants, 
for  correcting  speech  defects  by  bio¬ 
feedback  techniques,  and  for  detecting 
tumors  of  the  larynx. 

Funds  are  available  to  support 
research  programs  in  otolaryngology, 
hearing,  language,  speech,  equilibrium, 
and  the  special  senses. 

Work  under  way  includes  anatom¬ 
ical,  physiological,  biochemical,  patho¬ 
logical,  and  behavioral  studies.  Also 
supported  are  clinical  investigations  in 
otolaryngology,  hearing  impairment, 
speech  and  language  disorders,  aphasia, 
taste,  smell,  touch,  and  pain.

Stroke  and  Trauma  Program 

Stroke  and  accidents  causing  trauma 
to  the  central  nervous  system  are  the 
third  and  fourth  leading  causes  of  death 
in  the  United  States.  Stroke  is  also 
a  leading  cause  of  long-term  disability. 

The  NINCDS  Stroke  and  Trauma 
Program  oversees  research  and  related 
training  in: 

•  Stroke  (all  aspects) 

•  Head  injury  (acute  phase) 

•  Spinal  cord  injury  (acute  phase) 

•  Nervous  system  plasticity  and  regen¬ 

eration 

•  Tumors  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord 

(all  aspects) 

•  Psychosurgery 

•  Headache 


•  Backache 

•  Manipulative  therapy 

The  program  administers  some  190 
grants  and  contracts  for  research  in 
stroke  and  CNS  trauma.  Included  are  1 6 
cerebrovascular  clinical  research  cen¬ 
ters,  4  spinal  cord  injury  centers,  and  6 
head  injury  centers.  Scientists  are 
studying  ischemia  and  edema,  potassi¬ 
um  leakage,  neurotransmitter  imbalan¬ 
ces,  and  astrocyte  swelling.  New  instru¬ 
ments,  like  the  scanning  electron 
microscope,  are  being  used  to  “see” 
experimentally  induced  clots  in  animals. 
This  work  promises  better  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  transient  ischemic  attack — 
often  a  forerunner  of  a  major  stroke  and 
an  obvious  target  for  preventive  efforts. 


NINCDS  is  supporting  a  large  study 
on  stroke  in  black  populations,  a  study 
of  a  new  artery  grafting  technique  to 
prevent  strokes,  and  a  study  of  steroid 
therapy  for  spinal  cord  and  head  injury. 
Several  new  projects  on  nerve  regenera¬ 
tion  have  been  started. 

Statistics  show  decreases  in  deaths 
from  both  stroke  and  trauma,  reflecting 
more  attention  to  preventive  measures 
and  better  management  during  the 
initial  or  acute  phase  of  the  episode, 
largely  as  a  consequence  of  research 
supported  by  the  NINCDS,  other  NIH 
institutes,  and  the  Veterans  Administra¬ 
tion.

Extramural  Activities  Program 

The  Extramural  Activities  Program 
provides  administrative  support  and 
coordination  for  the  Institute’s  grants 


and  contracts.  The  program  directs  and 
carries  out  scientihc  and  technical  merit 
review  of  proposals  for  research  con¬ 
tracts,  program  projects,  clinical  re¬ 


search  centers,  special  research  grants, 
and  research  training.  Management 
services  for  research  grant  and  contract 
activities  are  also  provided.

intramural  Research  Program 

The  NINCDS  Intramural  Research 
Program  conducts  basic  and  clinical 
research  in  neurological  and  communi¬ 
cative  disorders  and  relevant  disciplines. 
This  program  comprises  some  16 
laboratories  and  branches,  with  some 
240  projects  currently  under  way. 

Intramural  program  achievements 
include  drugs  to  treat  myasthenia 
gravis,  many  new  research  methodolo¬ 
gies,  and  major  advances  in  neurovirol¬ 
ogy.  4  he  demonstration  ot  the  slow 
virus  cause  tor  kuru  and  Creutzfeldt- 
Jakob  disease  brought  to  Dr.  D. 
Carleton  Gajdusek,  chief  of  the  Labora¬ 
tory  of  Central  Nervous  System  Studies, 
the  1976  Nobel  Prize  in  medicine.  Other 
recent  NINCDS  advances  in  neurovir¬ 
ology  include : 


•  Demonstration  of  the  transmission  of 
viruses  via  corneal  tissue  transplants; 

•  The  hnding  of  a  high-incidence  focus 
of  amyotrophic  lateral  sclerosis 
(which  may  be  a  slow  virus  disease)  in 
western  New  Guinea; 

•  The  finding  that  herpes-infected  mice 
may  be  a  possible  model  for  studying 
latent  virus  reactivation; 

•  Better  understanding  of  the  mecha¬ 
nisms  of  action  of  defective  virus 
particles. 

Experiments  on  immune  mechanisms 
have  demonstrated  transferability  of 
autoimmune  factors.  This  work  is  of 
direct  relevance  to  multiple  sclerosis. 

Enzyme  replacement  therapy  for 
Gaucher’s  disease  appears  promising. 

Research  on  cell  surface  receptors  has 
shown  that  these  structures  not  only 


may  act  as  sites  of  attachment  for  toxic 
agents  and  viruses,  but  also  for  hor¬ 
mones. 

Work  with  enzyme  inhibitors  has 
substantially  improved  drug  treatment 
of  Parkinson’s  disease. 

Work  with  peptides  has  shown  that 
these  structures  have  a  variety  of  major 
roles  in  neuronal  function,  including 
regulation  of  the  endocrine  system, 
mediation  of  pain  sensation,  and  the 
control  of  behavior. 

Tissue  culture  studies  are  expanding 
knowledge  of  the  growth  and  metabo¬ 
lism  of  tumors  in  the  central  nervous 
system.
